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SUBJECT: THE GOP CASE AGAINST THE NATIONAL AW AMI PARTY

SUMMARY: PAK ATTORNEY GENERAL JUNE 23 COMPLETED OOP'S 
LENGTHY PRESENTATION TO THE SUPREME COURT IN THE NAP 
CASE. BRIEF IS LARGELY FAMILIAR RECITATION CATALOGUING 
ACCUSATIONS MADE EARLIER AGAINST PARTY. ARGUMENTS FALL 
LARGELY INTO TWO MAJOR CATEGORIES. PARTY AND ITS 
ANTECEDENTS ARE ACCUSED OF CONSISTENTLY OPPOSING PAKISTAN 
CONCEPT AND OF WORKING FOR BREAK-UP OF COUNTRY. NAP 
IS ALSO ACCUSED OF COLLUDING WITH AFGHAN GOVERNMENT: 

GOA ROLE IS SPELLED OUT AT LENGTH. ADDITIONALLY, 

THERE IS A BRIEF MENTION OF INDIA, BUT NONE OF THE 
USSR OR OTHER POWERS. END SUMMARY. 

1. PAK ATTORNEY GENERAL YAHYA BAKHTIAR TOOK BETTER 
PART OF THREE DAYS TO MAKE ORAL PRESENTATION TO 
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OF NAP UNDER THE POLITICAL PARTIES ACT. LENGTHY BRIEF 
WAS LARGELY FAMILIAR RECITATION CATALOGUING ACCUSATIONS 
MADE EARLIER AT DIFFERENT TIMES AND IN VARIOUS CON- 
TEXTS. IT WAS LIBERALLY INTERLARDED WITH 
QUOTATIONS OF STATEMENTS ALLEGEDLY MADE BY NAP 
LEADERS. LARGELY DRAWN FROM PRESS AND CITATIONS FROM 
HISTORICAL AND POLITICAL STUDIES OF WIDELY VARYING 
MERIT AND OBJECTIVITY. ARGUMENTS FALL LARGELY INTO 
TWO MAJOR CATEGORIES: (1) ACCUSATION THAT NAP AND 
ITS ANTECEDENTS HAVE NEVER ACCEPTED THE PAKISTAN 
CONCEPT AND (2) ALLEGATION THAT PARTY HAS COLLUDED 
WITH AFGHANISTAN AGAINST PAKISTAN. THERE IS A BRIEF 
MENTION OF INDIA, NONE OF THE USSR OR OTHER POWERS. 

2. IN DISCUSSING NAP'S ALLEGED OPPOSITION TO PAKISTAN 
CONCEPT, GOP PRESENTATION LINKS THE PARTY WITH PRE- 
PARTITION NWFP KHUDAI KHIDMATGAR MOVEMENT LED BY 
WALI KHAN'S FATHER ABDUL GHAFFAR KHAN, AND THROUGH IT 
TO INDIAN NATIONAL CONGRESS. THE KHUDAI KHIDMATGAR'S 
OPPOSITION TO PARTITION AND ITS EFFORT, FOLLOWING THE 
PARTITION DECISION, TO SEEK AN INDEPENDENT PAKHTUNISTAN 
ARE DETAILED. THE DISRESPECT ALLEGEDLY SHOWN TO M. A. 
JINNAH BY GHAFFAR KHAN AND HIS SUPPORTERS AND THE 
REPUTED NEPOTISM OF THE PRE-PARTITION NWFP GOVERNMENT 
LED BY HIS BROTHER ARE ALSO MENTIONED: THEY ARE 
AMONG THE MANY IRRELEVANCES APPARENTLY DESIGNED TO 
MAKE THE CASE MORE ATTRACTIVE. 

3. THE PRESENTATION STATES THAT THE FUNDAMENTAL 
OPPOSITION TO PAKISTAN ON THE PART OF THE FOUNDERS OF 
NAP DID NOT CHANGE WITH PARTITION - THERE WAS MERELY 
"A CHANGE IN THEIR STRATEGY." "THE PENDULUM HAD SWUNG 
FROM THE ADVOCACY OF AKHAND BHARAT (UNDIVIDED INDIA) 

TO PROPAGATING OF THE THEORY OF DIFFERENT NATIONALI- 
TIES IN PAKISTAN. THE CONCEPT OF NATIONALITIES," THE 
PRESENTATION STATES, "IS AN ALIEN CONCEPT WHICH HAS 
BEEN DISSEMINATED TO UNDERMINE THE INTEGRITY AND 
SOLIDARITY OF PAKISTAN." 

4. THE GOP CASE HAS IT THAT NAP LEADERS HAILED THE 
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BREAKAWAY OF EAST PAKISTAN AND SAW IT AS A STEP WHICH 
WOULD LEAD TO THE DISSOLUTION OF THE WEST WING. IT 
DRAWS ANALOGIES BETWEEN "THE SECESSIONIST STRATEGIES" 

OF SHEIKH MUJIB'S MOVEMENT AND THE NAP: "IN THEIR 
(MUJIB AND WALI KHAN'S) SPEECHES AND STATEMENTS, 

BOTH PREFERRED AN AMBIGUOUS POSTURE TO A CLEAR CUT 
POLICY STAND. IN ONE SPEECH THEY WOULD SUPPORT AND 
UPHOLD THE IDEOLOGY AND INTEGRITY OF PAKISTAN, THE 
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NEXT SPEECH WOULD BE VIOLENTLY IN FAVOUR OF SECESSION 
AND FULL OF DIRE THREATS TO THE PAKISTAN GOVERNMENT. 
THE INEVITABLE RESULT WAS CONFUSION AND INDECISION IN 
THE MINDS OF THE GENERAL PUBLIC AS TO THEIR REAL 
INTENTIONS. THROUGH THIS CONFUSED AND HESITANT 
PUBLIC RESPONSE TO THEIR OUTBURSTS, WALI AND MUJIB 
HOPED TO SIDESTEP POPULAR RESISTANCE TO THEIR DESIGNS." 
THE PRESENTATION CONCEDES THAT THE NAP, UNLIKE THE 
BANGLADESH SECESSIONISTS, DID NOT SET UP A GOVERNMENT- 
IN-EXILE BUT ALLEGES THAT IN ALL PROBABILITY THIS WOULD 
HAVE BEEN FORMED IF ABDUL KHAFFAR KHAN HAD SUCCEEDED 
IN CROSSING OVER TO AFGHANISTAN THIS APRIL. 
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5. WHILE FOCUSSING PRINCIPALLY ON WALI KHAN AND 
THE FRONTIER NAP - ASIDE FROM THEIR SECESSIONIST 
STATEMENTS - THEY ARE ACCUSED AGAIN OF RESPONSIBILITY 
FOR BOMBINGS. AND WALLS SON'S ALLEGED INVOLVEMENT IN 
THE SHERPAO MURDER IS MENTIONED - THE PRE- 
SENTATION ALSO DETAILS AT LENGTH THE ANTI-PAKISTAN 
ACTIVITIES OF THE BALUCH NAP LEADERS. THEY ARE 
ACCUSED OF PLOTTING TO SET UP AN INDEPENDENT BALUCHIS- 
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TAN WHEN THEY HELD POWER IN 1971-72 AND OF FOMENTING 
INSURRECTION IN THE PROVINCE AFTERWARDS. (WALI IS 
QUOTED AS CALLING FOR A NEW COUNTRY THAT WOULD INCLUDE 
NWFP AND BALUCHISTAN.) 

6. AFGHAN INVOLVEMENT. IN SUMMING UP HIS CASE. THE 
ATTORNEY GENERAL STATED THAT "THE SUBVERSIVE ACTIVI- 
TIES, SPEECHES AND EXTERNAL CONTACTS OF NAP AND ITS 
LEADERS GO TO PROVE BEYOND ANY DOUBT THAT THE LEADERS 
OF THE DEFUNCT NAP HAVE NEITHER ACCEPTED PAKISTAN AT 

HEART NOR HAVE THEY REFRAINED FORM WORKING TOWARDS ITS BREAK-UP." 
THE "EXTERNAL CONTACTS’" ARE, OF COURSE, WITH AFGHANISTAN 
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AND THE AFGHAN ROLE IS OUTLINED IN FAMILIAR DETAIL. 

7. THE GOP CASE IN THIS AREA FOCUSES ON: 

(A) WALI KHAN'S VISITS TO KABUL AND HIS 
MEETINGS WITH DAUD AND OTHER GOA LEADERS. 

(B) THE GOA-SUPPORTED ACTIVITIES OF AJMAL 
KHATTAK. KHATTAK'S BOOK, "BULLET FOR BULLET," IS 
LIBERALLY QUOTED. 

(C) THE SIMILARITY IN POSITION BETWEEN THE GOA 
AND THE NAP: E.G., NON-RECOGNITION OF DURAND LINE, 

SUPPORT FORFOUR NATIONALITIES THEORY, CLAIM THAT 
PAKISTAN IS AN ARTIFICIAL CREATION. 

CD) ANTI-PAKISTAN AFGHAN PROPAGANDA, INCLUDING 
THAT ASSOCIATED WITH THE ASSASSINATION OF NWFP 
MINISTER SHERPAO. 

(E) GOA "HUE AND CRY" ABOUT THE BANNING OF 

NAP. DESCRIBED BY THE GOA AS UNCONSTITUTIONAL AND 
ILLEGAL. "THE SOLE OBJECT WAS TO REASSURE THE 
LEADERS OF THE DEFUNCT NAP THAT AFGHANISTAN WOULD 
CONTINUE TO SUPPORT THEM." 

(F) PROCUREMENT BY NAP OF ARMS AND AMMUNITION 
FROM AFGHANISTAN FOR BALUCHISTAN INSURRECTION. 

8. INDIA. ASIDE FROM THE HISTORICAL DISCUSSION OF THE 
INDIAN NATIONAL CONGRESS' OPPOSITION TO PARTITION AND 
THE NWFP LEADERS' ASSOCIATION WITH THE ORGANIZATION, 

THERE ARE ONLY BRIEF PASSING REFERENCES TO INDIA: 

(A) CRITICIZING THE NAP AND GOA FOR APATHY TO 
THE SUFFERINGS OF INDIAN MUSLIMS, THE GOP CLAIMED 
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THAT "THEY HAVE JOINED HANDS WITH THE HINDUS TO UNDO 
PAKISTAN." "NAP- AFGHAN -INDIAN COLLUSION AGAINST 
PAKISTAN DOES NOT, OF COURSE, PERMIT CONDEMNATION 
OF INDIA" IT CHARGES. 
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(B) MRS. GANDHI'S ALLEGED REMARK TO PRESIDENT 
NIXON (SOURCE QUOTED: JOSEPH ALSOP) THAT THE BRITISH, 

IN DIVIDING THE SUBCONTINENT, HAD MOST UNJUSTLY 
GIVEN BOTH BALUCHISTAN AND PAKHTOONISTAN TO PAKISTAN, 
IS CITED AS EVIDENCE THAT "THE INDIAN COLLABORATORS 
OF THE KHUDAI KHIDMATGAR PARTY AND ITS PROGENY, THE 
NAP. HAVE STILL NOT RECONCILED THEMSELVES TO PAKISTAN..."
